. Vihile eight years is not a long time in the pure bred cattle 
business it is sufficient time when backed by practical cattle breed- 
ing and feeding experience. There are thousands of other good 
sound cattle feeders in the Middle West whose land and train- 
ing make them equally good prospects for the use of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

These first eleven pure bred cows were bought to raise calves, 
the heifers being retained to 
build up a herd of cows and the 


acres of good cattle land. 

; In their steer feeding operations, the 
cattle were carried on grass until they were two-year-olds under 
the old system. This is being changed to the more moderf system 
of turning them to market as “babies,” land values and market de- 
mands now setting the pace and the Aberdeen-Angus of good type 
filling this market order best. There are now one hundred head 
of Hereford cows furnishing calves for these feeding operations, 
and these cows are being weeded down in numbers as the Doddie 
matrons come along to supply the numbers needed to furnish the 
baby beef material. 

The past summer there have been thirty head of the whiteface 
and fifteen of the Doddies get- 
ting ready for the market un- 
der similar conditions. A great 


bulls being steered to furnish 
feed-lot material to fit for the 
markets. Right from the first, 
Frisby & Frisby laid down an 
iron-clad breeding rule that a 
“GOOD STEER IS BETTER 
THAN A POOR BULL,” and 
used the knife accordingly. 
The herd was built up a- 
long these lines until 1918. 
when Frank, the junior mem- 
ber of the firm, decided to re- 
adjust his breeding operations 
along a little more modern 
lines of pedigree to go with 
the individuality. He there- 
fore dispersed his herd that 
fall, retaining only fifteen of 
the best heifer calves. To 
strengthen this herd both nu- 
merically and in pedigree, he 
purchased from Hamilton 
Brothers of Illinois two K-

cows, from Mr. John Blackwell 
of Missouri and Erica cow, and

Alfalfa is being put into 
the rotation with corn and 
wheat.

stalled Aberdeen-Angus as the 
means of best making baby 
beef.

At the present 
time a double grandson of Black Woodlawn is at the head of the 
herd. This bull came from the herd of M. H. Donohoe of Iowa. 
_, There are now twenty-seven cows of breeding age and fifteen 
heifer calves at their sides, giving forty-two head of she stuff. A 
few more of the most exclusive pedigrees are being added this fall 
while it is a “buyers market” with prices at the bottom. Mr. Frank 
Frisby, who has active charge of the herd, believes in having the

The Story of My Angus Calf Club Work 


This is my first year as a club 
member and I liked it very much 
My father helped me to pick out a 
calf from a bunch of 40 head of all 
black high grade Angus calves. 
They always run at large on a large 
stock ranch and are never handled 
except when they sell some of them 
so they are very wild and I had quite a time taming him but to- 
wards the last he got so gentle he would follow me around the 
yard and lick my hand. He liked to be petted and curried. 

I gave $50.00 for the pick of the bunch and he done very well 
as he won $10.00 at our County Fair and $50.00 at our State Fair 
and the $20.00 gold watch for the Aberdeen-Angus special, and 
sold for $80.75 for baby beef, which makes a total income of $160.75, 
so I must say I was very much pleased with my success. 

I got him about the middle of winter and I started my feeding 
record March 1st, as follows: In winter feeding an average per 
day of alfalfa hay (second cutting) seventeen pounds, ground bar- 
ley one-third, ground oats two-thirds,—eight pounds.

On March first my calf weighed 500 pounds, and on September 
1st 950 pounds, making a gain of 459 pounds in 184 days or approx- 
imately 2% pounds per 
day. 

I also noticed that it 
was a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus steer that won the 
sweepstakes prize at the 
State Fair in the beef 
steer class this year so ] 
believe the Angus cattle 
are best for baby beef. 

I am going to show 2 
black one again next year 
as my father’ brought me 
home a little black fellow 
from the State Fair. He 
is a pure bred and a dan- 
dy too, and as gentle as a 
iamb. He was just a little 
baby calf when we bought 
him at the Fair. We took 
him from his mother and 
brought him home and put 
him ona nurse cow and he 
went right to sucking first 
thing. His mother was a 
show cow too so he cost a 
lot more than my last calf 
did. Look out for next 
year!

A small but interesting shipment of Aberdeen-Angu 
just been made from Glasgow to the United States. Within eee 
years no family of the breed has attained such prominence in show 
and sale ring as that branch of the Ericas descended through the 
great show and breeding cow Juana Erica, bred by the late Coun- 
tess of Seafield, Cullen House, and acquired by Mr. J. E. Kerr of 
Harviestoun. From this cow Mr. Kerr has reared a family than 
which none is held in higher repute. Bulls of this breeding have 
always been in great de- 
mand, and figure in the 
pedigree of some of the 
leading herds of the breed, 
Females of the family 
have not been so widely 
distributed. As a matter 
of fact, they are to be 
found only in two herds. 
those of Mr. Kerr and of 
Mr. J. F. Cumming, Kiner- 
mony, Aberlour, who pur- 
chased a_reperesentative 
from Mr. Kerr in the well- 
known show cow, Juaniva 
Erica, now nine years old.

Aberdeen-Angus Sale at Birmingham. 

The annual autumn show and sale of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, under the auspices of 
the English Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Associ- 
ation, was held at Birmingham on Thurs- 
day, 6th October. Trade generally was un- 
satisfactory, and low prices prevailed. Ow- 
ing to the sale held at Darlington the prev- 
ious week, the entry was small, only about 
50 animals being catalogued. An outstand- 
ing winner in the cow class was Wild Bee 
of Conholt, a female with Ballindalloch blood 
in her veins, and owned by Mr. Edward A. 
Wigan of Andover. At 70 gs., the top price 
of the sale, she passed out to Lady Scott. 
The second in this class, the Duke of Port- 
land’s Priesa, made 40 gs., to Mr. Ward, and 
the third, Plasma of Bywell, shown by Mr. 
W. R. Board, made 34 gs. Mr. E. G. Wheler 
Galton of Claverdon Leys got the top price 
for bulls—53 gs.—for La-de-Da. This bull 
is sired by Polled Piper, which was second 
at the 1919 Royal, and is sire of Elector of 
Hursley, supreme cattle champion at Paler- 
mo in 1920, and sold at the record price of 
11,000 gs.

Good “A-A” Show in Argentina. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle were considered 
by many good judges to be the best display 
ever witnessed in the Argentine. The con- 
test for senior champion was a hard one be- 
tween Messrs. Barreto, La Magdalena, and 
Sr. Benjamin Muniz Barreto, owner of the 
famous La Luna herd.. In the final round 
the former exhibitors secured the verdict 
with their great bull Jolly Virtus, with Sr. 
Muniz Barreto in reserve with Jordal of Bal- 
lindalloch Luna. In the female classes were 
many high quality exhibits. Sr. R. M. Bar- 
reto won the female championship with 
Blondetta Luna, and the reserve champion 
was Messrs. S. B. Hale’s Tatay Excellent 
Actress, 

A silver cup given by the Aberdeen-An- 
gus Society for the best animal in the sec- 
tion calved in the Republic went to Messrs. 
Barreto Bros. with their winning bull Jolly 
Virtus. Messrs. Hale and Co. won the 
Charles cup for the best group of two bulls 
with Tatay Charmer and Tatay Amateur. 


Honors to R. C. Auld. 


Mr. Robert C. Auld, an honorary member 
of the Order of Scottish Clans, was invited 
to a place on the publicity committee of the 
orginization in connection with the holding 
of the 29th convention of the Order of 
Scottish Clans, in Brooklyn, last August, 
was presented, before the Royal Clan, by 
Royal Treasurer Duncan MaclInnes, on 
behalf of the Royal Executive with 
a “purse containing a number of gold 
coins,” as a mark of appreciation for 
services that had been pronuonced “phe- 
nomenal.” Mr. MaclInnes said _ that 
“they had adopted this course as they were 
unaware in what manner they could best 
meet what wishes you might have on the 
matter.” Mr. Auld replying, said that he 
deeply appreciated the unexpected action 
and while under the circumstances and the 
way it had been materialized he could not 
refuse to accept, would consider what dis- 
position could best be made of it. Later 
seeing the Royal Colonel Walter Scott Tan- 
ist he expressed the feeling that as he would 
like some visible symbol that could remain 
as a permanent souvenir of the happy occa- 
sion and action of the Executive he had 
thought the best form it could take would 
be that of a watch, to replace one he had 
lost in a fire. Colonel Scott undertook to 
procure the watch and gave instructions to 
that effect. In due course Mr. Auld re- 
ceived a Hamilton gold, 17 jeweled, certified, 
guaranteed, etc., etc., watch, which bears 
his monogram on the back outside and the 
following inscription inside:

Mr. Auld says he values this as his most 
precious personal possession and will cherish 
it as long as he lives with grateful thoughts 
and pleasaht memories of the event which 
brought him such honor. 

Mr. Auld has since been again honored, 
this time in connection with the great Festi- 
val and Pageant, “America’s Making”, un- 
der State and City auspices, which was held 
in the 7ist Regiment armory, Manhattan, 
Oct. 29-Nov. 12. His name appears on the 
General Committee of the Organization, 
among which are the names of the mayor, 
and ex-governor, and over a hundred other 
prominent officials and citizens. He like- 
wise received a communication from the 
Director General intimating that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee had passed a resolution 
thankink him for what he had done to make 
the work of the committees known to the 
public. He was named to represent two of 
the Scottish societies, at the Festival. 

This is, indeed, the second time Mr. Auld 
has been honored in this manner, the former 
occasion being that when his name appeared 
on the late Mayor Gaynor’s Committee of a 
Hundred in connection with the promotion 
of the celebration of the Tercentenary «an- 
niversary of the founding of the City of 
New York.

Baby Beeves in Missouri. 

The Second Annual Baby Beef Show, St. 
Joseph, Missouri, October 4th, 5th and 6th, 
held in connection with the stocker and feed- 
er show was a deicded success. One need 
only to look at the calves and talk to the 
junior cattle feeders to be convinced that 
the boys and girls of Northwest Missouri 
can produce baby beeves as good as those 
produced by the veteran cattle feeders.

Doddies Highest in South Africa Sale. 

It would appear, from reports to hand, 
that the most significant feature of the sale 
of pedigree stock at the Rand spring show 
in South Africa was the lack of spirited bid- 
ding, and from the breeders’ and importers’ 
points of view the sale was very disappoint- 
ing. There was a fairly large attendance, 
which included buyers from Rhodesia and 
the South-West Protectorate. The prices 
were so unsatisfactory that a large number 
of animals were withdrawn. Herefords met 
rather poor demand, and only very out- 
standing animals made anything like paying 
prices. Aberdeen-Angus cattle met a better 
demand, but only for the very best, and in 
many cases imported bulls would be losing 
money to their owners. The top price was 
£190 for Haig of Saulspoort, belonging to 
Mr. A. C. Madore. Other prices were:—Mr. 
W. Drysdale, Mooi River, for Dandaleith 
Buckolo, £130; Leader of Saulspoort, £110; 
and others at prices from £90 downwards. 
In many cases good bulls only made £40 to 
£45. In the Shorthorn classes £62 10s was 
the highest price, paid for Bromley Lord 
Gloster. Other prices were £40 to £47 10s, 
and £20 to £30.

The Southeastern Fair is continuing to 
manifest its claim as the leading live stock 
exhibition of the southeast. The Aberdeen- 
Angus breed has kept pace with the develop- 
ment of this truly great, if young, show and 
this year had by far a larger and better dis- 
play than either of the rival beef breeds. 
The total number of pure bred animals of 
the breed on exhibition this year totaled one 
hundred and one head shown by eight ex- 
hibitors. 

The prize money competed for in the 
breeding classes amounted to $2,000, the 
largest purse put up by any southern fair, 
despite the fact that the appropriation from 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association was cut in keeping with the 
general economy being practiced. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement of the 
breed in this show was the winning of the 
sweepstakes steer contest by the senior year- 
ling, Proud Ruler, owned by A. D. Brad- 
shaw, of Danville, Kentucky. The reserve 
champion in the same class also went to a 
Doddie, Black Lad, owned by R. W. & J. F. 
Sutherland, of Mountain City, Tennessee. 

Both Grand Championships in the breed- 
ing classes went to Carpenter & Ross, the 
one for bulls being awarded to Prince Idyll 
of Maisemore, and on females to Erica C. 
5th. The same firm also won the aged herd, 
while the young herd award went to Dr. J. 
I. Huggins, of Dandridge, Tennessee. The 
Sutherland herd were strong contenders 
throughout the show and was successful in 
winning the calf herd and get of sire prizes, 
as well as the Junior bull Championship on 
their promising calf, Porter 2d. 

The Junior female Championship went 
to Dr. Huggins on Pridolia of French Board, 
a daughter of Idler of Rosemere. 

J. Harvey Allen of Kentucky won the pro- 
duce of cow class on a good pair and also 
took the “on foot” carcass award on his 
gcod steer Idol of Allenhurst 4th. 

C. R. Harmon & Son were well up in the 
money throughout the show, winning first 
and second in the strong Senior heifer calf 
class and first in the Junior bull calf class.

ders, when they brand me as a progressive. 

I feel highly complimented in being class- 
ote the “progressive policies” which a 
few of us have been advocating. _One must 

ither be a progressive or a reactionary. A 
er ressive is a builder; a reactionary 1s a 
vestroyer. A progressive believes in going 
ahead and doing things; a reactionary sits 
still, makes a lot of noise and lets the other 
fellow do it. 

I am extravagant to the extent that I be- 
lieve in spending a dollar to make more dol- 
lars. I believe it is a good investment to 
spend money to sell the Aberdeen-Angus 
idea to every corner of the United States. 
i have faith in Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I 
believe they are the greatest beef breed in 
existence; if I didn’t think so I would get 
out of the business and engage in raising 
Shorthorns or Herefords and have the back- 
ing of a strong and intelligent Association. 
which believes in the modern business prin- 
ciple of advertising and going out and get- 
ting new breeders interested and then sup- 
porting them after getting them started. I 
know of breeders who have quit our breed 
simply because they felt the Association 
was not giving them the support to which 
they were entitled. This same reason has 
also kept many breeders from, starting with 
the Angus although they felt that our cattle 
were the best. I believe a majority of our 
breeders would be willing to pay reasonable 
fees if by so doing we could make the Angus 
cattle as popular as Shorthorns are today. 
and I see no good reason why we cannot. 
Our breed is acknowledged to be a better 
beef animal in every respect and were it not 
handicapped by a few short-sighted breeders 
who apparently have no faith in their own 
cattle we would be making such good prog- 
ress that the proxy hunters would be at a 
less for want of something upon which to 
base their touching appeals. 

I question whether it is their intense in- 
terest and love for the breed which is the 
primary object in view when these proxy 
hunters go out to gather their annual har- 
vest. I wonder if there is not some deeper 
motive which they are trving to accomplish 
under the cloak of economy. The records 
of the Association show that one of the most 
ardent workers has not recorded any Angus 
cattle for the past three years. I believe 
members who are actively engaged in breed- 
ing Angus cattle are better qualified to 
know what is best for the breed than an in- 
active member. A year ago, one of these 
proxy gatherers was staging a bitter fight. 
which was more or less of a personal na- 
ture; now the two parties involved have 
suddenly become fast friends and are gath- 
ering proxies side by side. It is such incon- 
sistencies which cause me to doubt their 
sincerity. 

Another thing which I am unakle to recon- 
cile is the fact that a few years ago when 
the field and educational work was first 
started and when it was popular, they were

“progressive” and in being identi- 


enthusiastic supporters of the work and now 
when conditions are somewhat unsettled 
and the trend of popular opinion has also 
changed, they have suddenly turned around 
and become earnest zealouts for the cause 
of economy. They advocate cutting out ev- 
erything that would tend to make the Asso- 
ciation anything but a recording bureau of 
pure bred cattle and point the accusing fin- 
ger at the $65,000, which has been “wasted” 
for fieldmen and which they themselves 
have helped to “squander.” 

In the matter of reducing the secretary’s 
salary, allow me to say that the first time 
I heard of it was when it appeared in the 
proxy letter. I am heartily in favor of such 
a reduction, making the salary commensur- 
ate with the ability of the encumbent, so on 
this we are of one accord and pledge my- 
self to vote for such an economic measure. 
On the other hand if we could obtain a Sec- 
retary who was capable of filling the job, 
who could weld the various factions to- 
gether and who could guide the destinies of 
the Association forward in an intelligent 
manner, I would be in favor of paying such 
a man what he is worth. 

The statement that some of the directors 
favor a registration fee of $5.00 is merely 
campaign bunk, but it will probably get the 
proxies. Any sensible man would know that 
a $5.00 registration fee would mean the 
death of the Association. 


On the other hand the closing down of all 
the Association’s activities; i. e. doing away 
with the field work, cutting out all public- 
ity and advertising and doing away with all 
that tends to let the world know that there 
are Aberdeen-Angus cattle being raised in 
America, will just as surely retard the ad- 
vance of our breed. We are now counted as 
one of the three leading beef breeds in 
America, we should be the leading beef 
breed and eventually we will be but we must: 
have an aggressive Association to success- 
fully carry the work forward. Why is it 
that the Shorthorns and Herefords are more 
popular than the Angus today? Chiefly 
because they have strong and aggressive 
associations to carry the merits of their re- 
spective breeds to the farmer, the rancher 
and the stockman, to get them interested 
and started in their breeds. There is no ob- 
iect of commercial value today that will sell 
itself to the greatest possible number of cus- 
tomers on its own merit. I can well under- 
stand, that in territories like Iowa and oth- 
er states in the middle west where the An- 
gus are so numerous, they require little or 
no advertising and a _ record Association 
would probably suffice in that section. But 
eventually they must have outside markets. 
It is the outside markets, the range trade. 
the eastern and southern states that spell 
prosperity for any breed, and we certainly 
have some wonderful markets which are as 
yet undeveloped. 


In order to develop these markets we must 
continue our advertising mediums and to do 
this we must have money. I do not believe 
the fees should be increased but it will prob- 
ably be necessary to keep them where thev 
are for a while. When we get an increased 
volume of business through increased regis- 
trations and transfers that will very readily 
take care of our finances and then no doubt 
the fees can be cut. There is no doubt in 
my mind but what this continual turmoil 
within our Association has already lost us 
thousands of dollars in unregistered cattle 


to say nothing of the stagnation it has caus- 
ed through loss of sales. If we could get 
down to business, cut out this annual ped- 
dling of “white lies” for the purpose of se- 
curing proxies in order to control the Asso- 
ciation for personal privileges, I know we 
would see greatly increased registration and 
a much greater activity in sales, to say noth- 
ing of the increased value of our cattle. 
There could then be an immediate reduction 
in fees to a point where it would work no 
hardship on any breeder, if in fact it does at 
its present figure. 

I am wondering where our breed would 
have been today if the early breeders had 
not had the faith in their cattle to go out 
and exhibit them against their rivals, most 
of the time when no prize money was put 
up. But they soon justified their faith in 
them. Have you enough faith in your cat- 
tle to be willing to invest $2.50 per head 
when recording them and $1.00 per head for 
each sale? Are you willing to back up your 
conviction that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
the best in the World? Don’t depend on the 
breed to do it all. Don’t be satisfied with a 
breed that is acknowledged the best and be 
lacking in an Association strong enough to 
put it over. Will you be satisfied to have 
the Aberdeen-Angus classed with the Gallo- 
ways and Red Polls or do you want them 
known as The Premier Beef Breed? 

Let us not lose faith in our cattle. 
is the time for optimism. 

I have no doubt but that the proxy gath- 
erers will be able to control the election and 
put their program through, but I am alsv 
just as surely convinced that their program 
will fail of its own accord and that the 
breeders will demand an Association con- 
ducted along the lines of “progress” if you 
please, strong enough to support the breed 
that is eventually coming into its own.—Otto 
V. Battles.

Virginia State Fair. 
Richmond, October 3 to 8, 1921. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show at the 1921 
Virginia State Fair was very creditable and 
the best in the history of this well estab- 
lished fair of the “Old Dominion.” 

Four herds of breeding cattle were shown, 
representing Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Ohio, and there was plenty of quality and 
condition to make a fine impression on the 
spectators. 

It was, however, in the calf club show that 
the greatest triumps were scored, much to 
the delight of all breed adherents. Club 
Agent Burr staged one of the best “baby 
beef” shows ever put on at a southern fair 
and his boys and girls led out 89 head of 
calves in the beef classes, all of which were 
creditable animals. Eighteen head of them 
were Aberdeen-Angus and of course the 
winner was a “black.” He was named 
“Caesar” and was shown by Singleton Lut- 
trell of Delaplane, Virginia. In the sale 
which followed he brought 21% cents per 
pound. It is noteworthy that out of the 
eighteen Angus calves shown, 13 head of 
them were among the first 26 head placed 
as the prize winners. Two head out of the 


first five were Angus, six head out of the 
first ten were of the same breed and ten 
head out of the first twenty were “doddies.” 

In the best ten head of club calves the 
Farquier County Club was first with Aber- 
deen-Angus.

It is very 
probable that at least ten of these calves 
will be kept on the farm to which they were 
taken. These calves were among the best 
sets of calves that have been placed out in 
West Virginia. They were selected from 
herds of the best breeders in the state, DA. 
Arnold, of Keyser, W. D. Zinn, of Philippi, 
Allman & Law, of Jane Lew, Adam Post 
and Solomon Harper of Buckhannon. At 
the time they were placed out, they were 
five months of age, and their average weight 
was 414 pounds. ¢
